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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment of claim 19 was given in a telephone 
interview with Jack M. Cook on March 15, 2005. Authorization for this examiner's amendment 
of claim 5 was given in a telephone interview with Mark Wilkinson on June 22, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In claim 5, delete "5" and insert ~ 4-- after "claim". 
In claim 19, delete "19" and insert - 18 - after "claim". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. With respect to claim 1, the claim has been found allowable over the prior art of 
record because the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest an MR pulse 
sequence designated to reduce induce RF power with multi-phase flip angles comprising 
a ramp down phase having a number of pulses with a flip angle less than of the flip angle 
of the initial contrast in combination with the remaining limitations of the claim. 
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b. With respect to claim 1 1 , the claim has been found allowable over the prior art of 
record because the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a method of reducing 
RF power induced in a patient in high field MR imaging comprising the step of applying 
a set of RF pulses with varying flip angles that are lower than that applied before the 
given TE in combination with the remaining limitations of the claim. 

c. With respect to claim 18, the claim has been found allowable over the prior art of 
record because the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest an MRI apparatus 
comprising a computer programmed to apply a set of refocusing RF pulses having lower 
nutation than that of the high nutation RF pulses in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claim. 

d. With respect to claims 2-10, 12-17 and 19-23, the claims are allowed due to their 
dependency on claims 1,11 and 18 above.
